Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

February 19, 2002

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, February 19 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Benjamin Bryant. Also present were 
Selectman Albert Winters and Town Administrator Julia 
Enroth-Whitlock. Secretary Helene Craver was not 
present for the meeting. 

After signing the treasury and payroll warrants 
for the week, the board approved an application for the 
use of the Music Hall on Sunday, August 10 for a wedding 
reception and then reviewed the following incoming 
correspondence for the week: 

• Letter and request from Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller to appoint Craig E. Parker to the position of 
Detective, effective February 24, 2002. "This would fill the 
position vacated by (former Detective) Michael Cormier, 
who was promoted to Sergeant," Selectman Winters said. 
"(Mr. Parker) has been on the force for some time ... (and) 
frankly, the Chief's recommendation is good enough for 
me."

cities and towns within five years." 

"I went to a meeting last week on state aid (and) 
it was not a very optimistic meeting," Ms. Enroth- 
Whitlock said. "One of the things I think we need to 
follow is what's happening to the school funding (from 
the state). The governor has proposed that each year the 
funding be cut, which means it would be later and later 
that schools get assistance. That could be a real heavy 
burden on the taxpayers. We need to keep watching this. 
At this point, we don't know what the final outcome will 
be ... we just know what the governor has proposed." 

"I think we ought to echo the letter sent by 
Cohasset," Selectman Winters agreed, "not only for 
ourselves, but for other towns like Cohasset." 

"It would be one thing if they stopped new 
commitments, but to postpone or stretch out commit- 
ments that have already been made is going to cause 
havoc," Chairman Bryant said.

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower floor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them. She will 
only drink from her water bowl when I first fill it. Why? 

Unless the cats verbal skills improve markedly 
we will probably never know for sure why she is picky 
about her water sources. My own opinion is that we 
are well meaning but don't do a great job offering cats 
water as clean as we give ourselves. (Dogs don't seem 
to care). Most cat water bowls are made of plastic 
which may hold odors more than glass or metal. Usu- 
ally these bowls are rinsed out daily and refilled. Try 
giving your cat water in a glass bowl. Thoroughly 
wash the bowl with soap and water before refilling it 
and consider doing this a few times a day especially if 
you have more than one cat in the house. Would you 
share a water glass with a family member if they were 
always sticking their tounges in the glass and you only 
received fresh water once a day?

John Q. Starring Denzel Washington and Robert Duvall. 
Directed by Nick Cassavetes. Running time: 118 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 8 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

The rabble-rousing John Q is supposed to make us angry, but 
it only made me angry at the movie itself. The serious issue of 
health care — or, more precisely, the disgraceful state of it in 
America for those who can't afford it — is exploited and 
squandered in a manipulative hostage drama wherein Denzel 
Washington, driven around the bend because he can't afford the 
heart transplant his dying little boy desperately needs, brings a 
gun into the hospital and starts making demands. Never mind 
that there are other people in the emergency room (which he 
commandeers) who need medical attention and whose lives are 
put at risk. Never mind that the movie comes dangerously close 
to saying that the solution to a personal grievance is, well, 
terrorism, when you get right down to it. 

No, we're expected to ride right along with Denzel (playing 
an everyman factory worker cutely named John Q. Archibald) as 
he rages against the machine. I sympathize with his dilemma and 
his anger; you'd be hard put to find anyone who wouldn't. But 
this man, who in a better movie might be drawn as a decent but 
deeply flawed and disturbed person, is shoved down our throats 
as a hero. John Q tries everything to get his boy onto the list for a 
heart donation, but the hospital (personified by Anne Heche in a 
performance that goes right past cold into Kurt Vonnegut's Ice- 
9, until a key moment when she thaws out) tells him he needs to 
put up $75,000 of the $250,000 cost of the procedure. Washington 
makes John Q's frustration — and single-minded drive to raise 
the money — palpable; he takes the premise far more seriously 
than it deserves. 

What would you do if you were John Q (or Jane Q, named 
Denise here and played with moments of admirable directness by 
Kimberly Elise)? John Q doesn't seem to think of picketing 
outside the hospital, a guaranteed public-relations nightmare 
that might embarrass the hospital into capitulating. No, he grabs 
a gun and resorts to threats, being a working-class black man, of 
course. I doubt that director Nick Cassavetes or screenwriter 




James Kearns were conscious of the racism at the core of John Q, 
but it's there anyway. The racism goes both ways, too: John's 
antagonists, Heche and a diffident heart surgeon snippily played 
by James Woods, are lighted as if dipped in bleach. This is known 
as cross-manipulation. 

Robert Duvall is on hand as a hostage negotiator, who 
immediately breaks Kevin Spacey's first rule of said job in The 
Negotiator, telling John Q "there's no way in or out." Ray Liotta, 
as a trigger-happy police chief, does an uninspired sequel to his 
Cro-Magnon FBI suit in Hannibal; Duvall's own performance is a 
follow-up to his retiring cop in Falling Down — once again, 
Duvall, the bald-eagle Voice of Reason, has a monomaniacal nut 
with a gun to deal with. In the emergency room with John Q, 
there's a sort of trash-movie Greek chorus of patients, including 
a wife-beating Guido (Shawn Hatosy) and a comic-relief black 
guy (Eddie Griffin) who actually suggests something like "We 
need to get some fried chicken up in here." Hell, make it a 
watermelon, go all the way with it. 

Fortunately, a heart is on the way — from a donor recently 
deceased in a car crash, but we don't feel too sorry for her, because 
we see fromher car and its decor that she's got moola. Meanwhile, 
John Q standsbefore a gathering crowd outside the hospital — it's 
Denzel's "Attica! Attica!" moment — and delivers the following 
wisdom, which I swear is reproduced here verbatim: "When 
someone gets sick, they deserve help! Sick! Help! Sick! Help!" So 
moved was I by this revelatory outburst that I now pass along 
some wisdom of my own: When a movie is bad, it deserves to be 
avoided! Bad! Avoid! Bad! Avoid!

The International Competition Team from the 
Kathy Medina Studio of Dance in Rochester received 
exceptional rankings at the World Championship Dance 
Show in competition held in Reisa ,Germany in Novem- 
ber and December.

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Signs of Spring

Despite the fact that our groundhog friend recently 
saw his pesky little shadow earlier this month, suggesting 
we have to endure six more weeks of winter, I can assure 
you spring is just around the corner. And my "sixth sense" 
has little to do with buck-toothed rodents (or kids whis- 
pering about seeing "dead people," for that matter). No, I 
can tell spring is in the air by those colorful, tell-tale signs 
sprouting up on everyone's lawns in the tri-town area. Not 
flowers. Actual signs. Campaign ones, to be exact. 

Lest you think I'm about to launch into a tirade about 
what eyesores these little placards are, think again. Yes, I 
have to admit that sometimes seeing John Q. Public for 
Selectman everywhere can be a bit annoying, especially 
since they stick out like sore thumbs in such rural, scenic 
settings as Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester. But things 
seem a little different this year and I'm actually looking 
forward to what promises to be a busy campaign season 
in all three towns for a change. 

Maybe it's something of a residual effect in the after- 
math of the September 11 events — a lingering sense of 
patriotism and civic duty which has inspired more than 
the usual suspects to throw their political hats into the ring. 
Or maybe it's simply a desire to affect change and bring 
some new viewpoints to small-town government which 
often falls back on the "same old, same old" mantra. 

But when something good comes along, I'm not in- 
clined to look a gift horse in the mouth. I'd rather relish 
the fact that election nights this year won't be a mundane 
matter of tallying up the paltry totals for various unchal- 
lenged incumbents. With several candidates vying for key 
seats in all three towns, anything could happen. And I sus- 
pect there may even be some surprises to report when all 
is said and done. 

I, for one, think it's both encouraging and refreshing 
to see so many people take out nomination papers for vari- 
ous elected positions and I applaud them all for embark- 
ing on something that is time-consuming, costly, and of- 
ten risky in terms of friendships and alliances. It's not easy 
being exposed to public scrutiny and attempting to sell 
yourself to voters who are often jaded by "politics as 
usual." So the candidates in all three towns are to be highly 
commended for stepping up to the plate and taking a shot 
at it, regardless of the outcome. 

As of this writing, the deadline has passed to return 
nomination papers to the Mattapoisett Town Clerk's of- 
fice, and there will officially be a three-way race on April 2 
for the Selectman's seat currently held by incumbent 
Raymond Andrews. He'll face off against second-time 
challenger Daniel Goodman Sr. and newcomer Jordan C. 




Collyer for the three-year term. But that's not the only 
hotly-contested race to watch: appointed Temporary Town 
Clerk Rebecca McCullough will attempt to secure voters' 
confidence as she runs against Barbara Sullivan, long-time 
Town Clerk office employee who hopes to take over the 
seat once held by the retiring Lois K. Ennis. 

At press time, the February 20 deadline to return nomi- 
nation papers for the April 10 Rochester town election was 
still pending, but it seems there is a great deal of interest 
in filling the three-year Selectman's seat held by Richard 
D. Cutler, who declined a bid for re-election this year. There 
were four potential candidates who secured and returned 
nomination papers at press time, including former Select- 
man Tony Sol, Town Treasurer John Hall, former candi- 
date and Finance Committee member Michael Bare, and 
first-time candidate Richard Nunes. 

On April 26 Marion voters will choose two Selectmen 
to share seats alongside the still-relatively-new Benjamin 
Bryant with both the recent resignation of Jonathan "Jody" 
Dickerson and the decision made by Albert Winters to not 
seek re-election this year. To date, two have pulled nomi- 
nation papers for Mr. Winters' three-year seat: former 
School Committee member Andrew N. Jeffrey and new- 
comer Joseph A. Marini. The sole candidate vying to fill 
out Mr. Dickerson' s remaining one-year term as of this 
writing is former Planning Board member David K. Pierce. 

Other contested races in Marion include the three-year 
Assessors seat race between incumbent George T.J. Walker 
and challenger Catherine A. Gibbs; and four people run- 
ning for three three-year seats on the Planning Board: John 
Rockwell, Julia D. Crowley, Thomas R. Magauran, and 
William David Roth Jr. The deadline to return nomina- 
tion papers to the Marion Town Clerk's office is March 8. 

I only hope with an ample selection of candidates and 
choices before them, the voters in all three towns make a 
concerted effort to burrow out of their hibernation holes 
and get out to vote on Election Day.
